CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the Senate, on the 30th, the resviution 
to meet hereafter at 10a. m. was agreed to. 
The Tariff bill was taken wp, and the duty 
on chloroform was reduced from forty cents 
to twenty-five cents, but a numbcr of other 
proposed reductions were rejected. The 
conference report on the District of Colum- 
bia Appropriation bill was discussed but 
not disposed of...... In the House fifteen re- 
quests for leave of absence were passed 
over. The conference report on the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Appropriation bill was 
agreed to. The Senate irrigation amend- 
ment to the Sundry Civil Ap propriation bil] 
was discussed without action, A commit- 
tee was appointed to investigate the Pen- 
sion Office. 

IN the Senate, on the 31st, after sometime 
lostin waiting for » quorum, the confer- 
ence report on the District of Columbia Ap- 
propriation bill was agreed to. During 
the afternoon four pages of the Tariff bill 
were finished, all of the committee amend- 
ments being agreed to...... In the House a 
resolution providing for an investigation of 
the charge that money was spent in lobby- 
ing the Silver bill through Congress was 
ruled out as not embodying a question of 
privilege. The Senate's irrigation amend- 
ment to the Sundry Civil Appropriations 
btil was non-concurred in Sut without a 
conference being ordered. 

IN the Senate, on the Ist, Mr. Blair of- 
fered a resolution, which went over, to in- 
struct the committee on rules to providea 
rule for ordering the previous question. 
The Tariff bill was discussed further, and 
sponges and sulphate of potash were put on 
the free list, and the rate on sulphate of 
soda was made one-tenth of a cent per 
pound, instead of twenty per cent. ad va- 
lorem...... In the House a resolution was 
adopted calling on the Secretary of War for 
the report of the engineers on the Galves- 
ton harbor improvement. The Sundry Civil 
Appropriations bill was taken up and dis- 
cussed for somo time when the previous 
question was ordered, but the remainder of 
the afternoon was wasted in efforts to se- 
cure a quorum. <An evening session, de- 
voted to private pension bills, was held 

In the Senate, on the 2d, Mr. Blair’s “pre- 
vious question” resolution was referred to 
the committee on rules, and consideration 
of the Tariff bill was then resumed. Theo 
general subject of taxation was discussed by 
several Senators, but no progress was made 
with the bill..... Inthe House consideration 
of the Senate amendments tothe Civil Sun- 
dry Appropriations bill was completed— 
mos: of them being rejected—and the bill 
was sent to conference. 


IN the Senate, on the 4th, the presiding of- 
ficer (Mr. Ingalls) rebuked certain Senators 
for a violation of the fundamental princi- 
ples of parliamentary law in speaking in 
terms of disparagement of the proceedings 
of the other house of Congress. - The Tariff 
bill was taken up, and of the- large number 
of amendments offered a few were adopted, 
between eighteen and nineteen pages of the 
bill being disposed of. ....In the House, uf- 
ter preliminary business, the General De- 
ficiency Appropriation bill was taken up in 
committee of the whole, but no progress 
was made with it, the entire cay being 
taken up with speech-making. Mr. Rogers 
made a long speech critcising severely the 
methods and manners and rulings of Speak- 
er Reed, and Mr. reckinridge criticised the 
rules and legislation of the Republican ma- 
jority. Messrs. Henderson and Boutelle de- 
fended the Speaker and the legislation of 
the session. 

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Ar Columbus, 0.,a mass-meeting was 
neld on the evening of the 2d, to protest 
‘against the passage of the Lodge Fed- 
eral Election bill. Letters from Allen 
G. Thurman, Grover Cleveland and 
other prominent Democrats were read. 
Several stirring speeches were made 
and resolutions were adopted denounc- 
ing the proposed measure as a menace 
to the permanency of our free institu- 
tions. ry

On the 21st the Newport (R. I.) post- 
office was robbed of $4,000 worth of 
stamps. 

Tue immense flour mill and elevators 
of A. A. Freeman & Co., at La Crosse, 
Wis., the largest in the State, witha 
capacity of 1,500 barrels a day, were de- 
stroyed by fire on the 2d. The flames 
are supposed to have originated in spon- 
taneous combustion. Loss, estimated, 
$300,000; insurance, $150,000. 

Mrs. Joun Fertic, of Rock Station, 
Pa., prepared a mixture to poison rats, 
and afterwards used it instead of sugar, 
which it resembled, in her cooking. 
Herself and husband and four children 
were dangerously poisoned. 

It is estimated that one hundred 
thousand acres of wheat was totally de- 
stroyed by a recent hail-storm in Mani- 
toba. 

On the 4th the United States mail 
steamship Rio de Janeiro, bound from 
San Francisco to Hong Kong and Yoko- 
hama, while at anchor at the port of 
Yokohama, was run into by the British 
steamship Aggra, and seriously dam- 
aged. The passengers were taken 
ashore in the life-boats, and the Rio de 
Janeiro was towed to her dock in asink- 
ing condition. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Tue Society of La Mafia have marked 
two members of the Boston police, both 
Italians, for assassination for the part 
they have taken in bringing Italian 
murderers to justice. 

On the 3d the British steamship 
Glenogle arrived at New York from Yo- 
kohama and Amoy, China, with the 
first consignment of Japan tea from this 
year’s crop. . 

Tue suffering from the rice famine in 
Japan is on the increase. The govern- 
ment has come to the assistance of the 
people, however, and is importing large 
cargoes of rice from Siam, Cochin-China 
and Burmah. 

On the 15th, by decree of the ecclesi- 
astical authorities at Rome, Catholics 
will be allowed the use of flesh meat, in 
honor of the Feastof the Assumption of 
the Blessed Virgin, which this year 
falls on Friday. 

At Dormansville, N. Y., and vicinity 
there is an epidemic of diphthevia. Up 
to the d more than fifty cases had heen 
reported and half a dozen deaths had 
occurred. Six members of one family 
were stricken with the disease. 

AT amass meeting of Arabs in Zanzi- 
bar, on the 4th, the decree prohibiting 
slavery andslave-trading was approved. 
A number of the leaders of those who 
dissented from this action of the meet- 
ing tore down the placards annonnecing 
the decree, and were arrested. 

AmonG the passengers of the steamer 
San Jose which sailed from San Fran- 
cisco, on the 4th, for Panama, were 
forty sailors of the United States Ship 
Nipsie who arrived in San Francisco 
from Samoa on the Adams. They are 
returning East to receive their dis- 
charges, 

Cror prospects in the Dakotas are 
being rapidly reduced to a minimum by 
continued drought.

Buckner came from Clif- 
ton Springs, N. Y., to his home in Hart 
County, especially to vote. The distance 
is about 1,500 miles. 


ConcressMAN Blount is the first 
Georgia Congressman to win the fight 
against the Farmers’ Alliance. He has 
secured a majority of the delegates and 
will be nominated by the Sixth District 
Convention, which meets August 6th. 


A most terrific rain and thunder 
storm passed over Columbus, Miss., on 
the 4th and more rain fell than was 
ever known to fall in the same length 
of time before. 


In the House on the 4th Congress- 
man Morgan, of Mississippi, rose to 4

. O. F., in Chicago to Participate in 
the First Triennial Cantonment—The 
City Filling Up with Visitors to Witness 
the Grand Parade—Session of the Mili- 
tary Council. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 5.—Military pomp and 
martial airand the clanking of swords 
and sabres gave the hotel offices and 
corridors to-day an appearance that 
easily carsied the mind of the old in- 
habitant back to the time when the 
flower and chivalry of the Northwest 
Stopped here on their way to the front 
dusting the late war. Cantons of the 

itary order of Odd Fellows are ar- 
riving on every train. The cantons 
that arrived Sunday were largely in- 
creased yesterday, but the great body 
of Patriarchs is not expected to arrive 
until to-day and to-morrow. The most 
notable arrival during the day was the 
consolidated regiment from New En- 
gland, which came in over the Nickle 
Plate, 476 strong, ina special train of 
parlor coaches, reaching the city at 
noon. 

There has been a great demand at the 
hotels from points at a distance to re- 
serve rooms for persons who will be 
here on parade day, as_ lookers-on. 
They are likely to be disappointed, as 
the incoming hosts to-morrow are ex- 
pected to fill the hotels. 

At the session of the military council 
at the Auditorium Hotel, yesterday, 
nearly a hundred officers were present. 
The council was opened by General Un- 
derwood delivering his annual address. 
He congratulated the order upon its 
wonderful growth and prosperity. It 
had made such remarkable progress, he 
said, that should it continue for three 
years as it had in the last year, the 
Patriarchs Militant would be one of the 
most powerful military bodies of any’ 
Civic organization in the world. 





A FREE FIGHT. 


A Bloody Melee Among Italian Laborers 
Growing Out of the Fickleness of #n 
Italian Woman who Married One While 
Engaged to Another... 

Bounpsrook, N. J., Aug. 5.—A_ terri- 
ble fight occurred inthe Italian settle- 
ment, known as the Gravel Pit, in the 
outskirts of Bound brook, yesterday. Two 
men were killed, and two others are 
expected todie. The fight was the re- 
sult ot a love affair. Several years ago 
an Italian girl came to this country and 
worked in the Bound brook mills. She 
was engaged to a lover in Italy, but in 
a short time was married to one of the 
Bound brook Italians. 

’ Yesterday a brother of the jilted 
lover visited the settlement in the 
gravel pit, and meeting the woman, 
who carried her child in her arms, 
struck her over the head with a bottle. 
The husband interfered and in a mo- 
ment the two men were engaged in a 
mortal fight. A free fight among the 
occupants of the dozen or more shanties 
followed. All turned out and fought 
one another viciously with all sorts of 
weapons, including heavy pieces of 
split railroad ties, spades, shovels, 
picks, axes and knives. 

In a tew minutes the ground was cov- 
ered with bleeding and groaning vic- 
tims. During the night two of the 
wounded men died in the greatest 
agony. Others are in a dying condi- 
tion. Five arrests were made and more 
are to follow. 





A LOTTERY PRIZE 


The Indirect Cause of the Murder of Mrs. 
Clementina Manning in St. Louls by 
Sam Welser a Discarded Suitor, who 
Coveted the Widow's Wealth, 


Sr. Louis, Aug. 4.—Mrs. Clementina 
Manning was shot and fatally wounded 
a few minutes before noon to-day at her 
residence, No. 1014 Walnut street, by 
Sam Welser, a carriage-maker by trade, 
but who has of late been tending bar at 
the corner of Sixth and Spruce streets. 

Welser was an old sweetheart of 
Mrs. Manning before her marriage, and 
when, about three months ago, Mrs. 
Manning drew a $5,000 prize in a lot- 
tery, Welser renewed his attentions 
and urged his suit with great assiduity. 
Several times he proposed marriage 
and was as often refused, and the spir- 
it of evil seems to have been aroused i 
him, born of chagrin at the ill-success o 
his plans to get possession of Mrs. Man- 
ning’s thousands. 

This morning he called, and after 
remaining a short time he asked Mollie 
Green, a sister of Mrs. Manning, the 
only other occupant of the house, to go 
out for some beer, and it was while Miss 
Green was on this errand that his bloody 
work was accomplished. Welser wasar- 
rested while in the act of jumping into 
a buggy, which he had provided as a 
means of making his escape. 

Mrs. Manning died about one o’clock, 
and Welser will consequently have to 
answer to a charge of murder in the 
first degree.

The Correspondent Has Something to Say 
to His Fellow Democrats. 

The exposure, as it is called, of Matt 
Quay, of Pennsylvania, reminds me of 
the fable of sop, where the wolf met 
the lamb drinking in the brook, and, 
wishing to pick a quarrel, exclaimed 
that the lamb was muddying the water. 
“That can not be, dear friend,” said the 
lamb, “‘since you are up-stream from 
me and the brook flows down from 
you.” ‘*No matter for that,” said the 
wolf, “your father was a scoundrel, any 
way;” and he proceeded to eat the lamb; 
from.which the Greeks drew the moral 
that where you want to quarrel you can 
easily find a motive. Quay’s offense, as 
faras 1 can make it out, was taking 
maney, or losing money while State 
Treasurer, or when somebody else was 
State Treasurer, and having it made up 
by his friends. If this were all true, 
what an extraordinary instance it is of 
the honor of friends, for we have had 
abuut eight State Treasurers ina few 
years past robbing their States, and in 
hardly any case have their bondsmen 
offered to put up one penny. Some- 
thing realistic must exist among the 
Pennsylvania politicians when they 
thus lay down their lives for a friend. 
It was once said: “Greater love hath no 
man than this, that he lay down his life 
for his friend;” but in the modern age 
the surrender of one’s property for 
friendship is a cause of congratulation 
and not of excuse. 

The security of things is not assisted 
by achieving the wholesale demoraliza- 
tion of society. It is much better that 
stability obtains than panic. ‘These ac- 
cusations are the staple of our politics, 
and if everybody believed them there 
would not be faith enough in the coun- 
try to go to church by. 1 look to 
a few things in a man to form an esti- 
mate of his character, and among these 
is his addiction to his scholarship. 
From all that Ican hear, Quay is one of 
the most thorough readers of general 
literature in our public life. I observe 
that his candidate for Governor, who is 
only forty-one years old, is the fon of a 
State Senator, and his father was a man 
of influence. ‘The son went to the col- 
lege at Pittsburgh and to the Harvard 
Law School, took three years to the 
practice of the law, then became a busi- 
ness man and banker and railroad presi- 
dent, and generally effective in “His lo- 
cality. He has been mayor of his town 
of Meadville, and an active campaigner 
in years past, a Presidential Elector 
and a Stato Senator. All this has been 
accomplished in a life of forty-one 
years. The only point brought out 
against the candidate is that another 
politician, who wanted his place, ac- 
cused him of spending money to be 
clected to the State Senate. 

It seems to me to make this state- 
ment of the political rival and disap- 
pointed creature, the arraignment of 
two substantial lives in father and son, 
is to love discord better than character, 
and to set a bad example as a public 
teacher.—Gath, in Cincinnati Enquirer. 





HOWLING DEMOCRATS. 


They Were Just as Unreasonablvy Noisy 
in 1871 as They Are To-D y. 

The frothing at the mouth by Demo- 
cratic editors and speakers over the al- 
leged ‘‘force bill” is quite familiar to 
all who remember the opposition in 
1871 to the Federal Supervisors’ law. 
That law was directed particuiarly to 
the cure of the enormous frauds which 
had been practiced in New York City 
and which, as Senator Conkling said, had 
resulted in the return of Democratic 
majorities greater than the number of 
men, women, children and cats and 
dogs in the districts. Originally in- 
tended more fcr New York City than 
the South, the Democrats nevertheless 
regarded the bill as one calculated to 
deprive them of a few fraud-won seats 
in Congress, and hence they opposed it 
to the utmost. They fought and fili- 
bustered against it and exhausted the 
language of invective. The bill was 
denounced in Congress as providing 
“bayonet rule” and ‘‘capping the cli- 
max of enormity,” after accomplishing 
the practical “destruction of the States” 
and ‘“‘outraging every sense of honor, 
propriety and decency.” Neverthe- 
less the bill passed, and during the 
years that the law has remained 
on the statue book the - only 
fault found with it is that it is not 
strong enough. The Democrats them- 
selves have not passed bills to repeal it 
when they were in control of Congress, 
but now, when it is proposed to 
strengthen and amend the act, they be- 
gin to howl in much the same fashion 
as they did when the original bill was 
under consideration. They know the 
absurdity of the outcries they make 
against a law calculated to prevent bal- 
lot-box stuffing and false counting, but, 
of course, they can not disclose the true 
ground of their agitation and wrath. 
It wouldn't doat al] to say that they 
oppose the bill because it is calculated 
todeprive them of some thirty seats 
which they now hold in Congress by 
reason of successful election villainy. 
It wouldn’t sound well for them to say 
that all this excitement and turmoil 
are caused by the fear that if elections 
are made fair in the South they will 
lose so many votes that they will have 
small hope left of grabbing the spoils 
in Presidential elections. Nevertheless 
that is. what hurts them. If the bill 
would help them get the spoils and 
plunder they would give it unanimous 
support. Inasmuch, however, as it is 
calculated to deprive them of fraudu- 
lent representation and make the 
spoils of office harder to get and more 
uncertain it naturally provokes great 
oowling and gnashing ef teeth.—Chic:.- 
go Tribune, . a 





MALICIOUS, LIBELS. 


An Altempt to Discredit Mr. Wanamaker 
with the Soldiers. 
Maliciously-false statements have 
been published broadcast to the effect 
that Postmaster-General Wanamaker 
is opposed to the appointment of vet- 
erans, and antagonizes them at all times 
and places. Also, that the G. A. R. is 
strongly resenting this policy. 
Nothing can bo farther from the 
truth. Mr. Wanamaker was an ardent 
Unionist during the war, and hag a 
Strong affection for the mot who tvdnt 
to the front to fight the battles of the 
country. He has always shown them 
the preference when possible. 
In the Post-office Department proper 
there were 16 ex-soldiers ‘in position 
outside of the civil service when he en- 
tered office, and now there are 30. In 
the mail-bag repair shop there are 24 
soldiers, 4 sons of veterans, 5 soldiers’ 
wives, 16 war widows and 18 soldiers’ 
daughters, making 97 in all, or 37 per 
cent. of the appointees to places in tho 
gift of the Postmaster-General. This 
is, of course, outside of the regular 
classified service of clerks, etc., a very 
large proportion of whom are ex-sol- 
diers or soldiers’ widows. In the de- 
partment no soldier has been displaced 
except to make room fora better soldier 
who was worse off, while great num- 
bers of places held by civilians or 
ex-Confederates have been given to 
veterans.

Harrison’s Just Complaint of Of- 
fensive Nowspaper Scribblers. 
Mrs. Harrison justly complains of the 
frequent impertinent and : offensive 
newspaper publications concerning the 
private affairs of her family. The fact 
that she is the wife of the President and 
that her family live in the White 
liouse should not expose her to flippant 
and oftentimes insulting publications. 
The household of the humblest citizen 
inthe land should be guarded against 
the intrusion of the reporter and pro- 
tected from the offensive notoriety of a 
publication concerning family affairs 
which do not or should not concern the 
public. There is no reason why the 
private. family affairs of a President 
should be held less, sacred. than, thoge of 
the peasant. It is true there must 
necessarily be more of the glare of pub- 
licity upon the life and surroundings of 
a high public official, but there is a line 
beyond which a prurient journalistic en- 
terprise should not go. Mrs. Harrison 
is right in protesting agains: the con- 
stant prying into the private affairs of 
her family by reporters and the many 
misleading statements made in the 
press, statements which aro of no value 
to the public, and in their flippant ex- 
aggeration and misrepresentation can 
only mortify a family which certainly 
should be treated with respect and con- 
sideration.—Nashvilje (Tenn.)

‘Negroes Getting Homes. 





Editor Gazette: 

I have just returned from an ex- 
tended trip over a large part of Ala- 
bama and desire to give your readers 
the benefit of my observations. 

At every point I found the educa- 
tional work advancing rapidly Ala- 
bama teachers are doing a wonderful 
work for the race. There is most rc~ 
markable improvement in school 
houses and furniture, length of terms, 
pay of teachers, and teaching ability. 
There has been more improvement 
in the last two years than in any ten 
preceding years. 

The ministry is not behind the 
teachers in energy and general im- 
provement. Of course “there is more 
beyond,” and all are faithfully pull- 
ing for it. Among the points vis- 
ited were: 


DECATUR. 


Here a good work is going on at a 
rapid rate. They have a new three 
room school building well furnished 
and everything in modrn style. 
The business side of the Negro in 
Decatur is being highly and fast de- 
veloped. In addition toa splendid 
drug store, there are many other 
business houses doing splendidly. 
Much valuable property is owned by 
colored people. We need more 
Cashins, Aldridges, Sterrses, Har-- 
risons, McDaniels, Donnells, Millers, 
and other good men there pushing 
the race to the front in education 
and business. 


TUSCUMBIA. 


Here we have another beautiful 
new, three room school building al- 
together on the modern plan. The 
Hills; the most valuable part of Tus- 
cumbia, are owned by the colored 

eople. This is the only town in the 
South where the Negro lives on high 
hills The churches are doing a 
wonderful work there too. Rev. 
Coffee is a host, and is completing 
one of the most beautiful church ed- 
ifices in North Alabama. The col- 
ored people are intelligent, indus- 
trious and hospitable 


FLORENCE 


This is one of the most age me 
towns in Alabama, and the colore 
people are fully abreast of the push 
and energy of their white neighbors. 
Rev. Austin, of the on ational 
Church, has done a wonderful work 
in church and school. By his efforts 
the colored peepte wi!l soon have up 
a ten thousand dollar school build- 
ing! How grand! Mr. Austin is 
well educated, practical, hospitable, 
generous and wide.awake. 

As property-owners, the Florence 
Negroes stand high, Many of them 
own beautiful and well furnished 
homes worth thousands of dollars. 
Rush Patton, Wm. Sanders, Rev. 
Sam King. Alex Jones, and man 
others are getting rich. Rev, F. H. 
Goodman is still maintaining his rep- 
utation as a worker for his peuple. 


ELKMONT. 


This is a smalkplace, but the Ne- 
gro is doing well: Here we found a 
well-conducted school, a good church 
and individual Negroes owning as 
much as three hundred acres of fine 
land R. D. Dawson, Henry Daw- 
son, and the Jenkins’ are all well-to- 
do people, intelligent, honest, and 
stand high with all classes. The 
white people are friendly, and aid 
the Negro in every possible way. 


BIRMINGHAM. 


The prosperity of the Magic City 
Negro is too well known to require 
extended comment. Some of the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The position 
of the ways and means comunittee in re- 
gacd to Mr. Blaine and reciprocity is 
thus stated by Maj. Carson pry Cy 
patches to 4)-2 Philadelphia r: 

Dispatches have been recently sent 
from this city to the effect that the Re- 
publican members of the ways and 
means pa oye Mb — ng act- 
ive opposition to the proposed reciprocit 
pi of Mr. Blaine; that ane had 
sought the aid of the president to have 
his secretary of state disciplined; that, 
finding that the president was in sym- 
pathy with Mr. Blaine. they had exhib- 
ited signs of weakening, and were pre- 
casey 4 to accept any plan for reciprocity 
that the senate might incorporate in the 
The same dispatches relate 
that the Republican members of the 
committee have held and were still 
frequently holding meetings to prepare 
themselves for a reciprocity attachment 
to the tariff bill. Taere is no founda- 
tion for these stories. 

The Republican mnembers of the ways 
and means cc minittee have not held any 
ucetings to considcr any features of the 
tariff bili since it left the house, nor 
have they individually or collectively 
doue anything in reference to reciprocity 
or any other proposition that relates to 
the tariff. The reciprocity matter was 
fully considered when the bill was in 
their possession, and the arguments of 
Mr. Blaine were given careful investiga- 
tion before the measure was reported to 
the house. They deliberately decided, 
after listening to Mr. Blaine and full 
considering his arguments, that recei- 
procity with the South American re- 
publics was impracticabls, and there is 
no reason to believe that any of them 
have changed their views since the bill 
went to the senate. But whether they 
have or have not changed their views 
on the subject, it can be confidently 
stated that no action has been taken or 
contemplated by them to influence 
either the president or the senate on 
this question. They feel that they have 
at this time nothing whatever to do 
with the bill, and will not have until it 
is returned to the house, and that any 
action on their part would be unwar- 
rantable and would be resented by the 
senate. 

Having rejected the plan of reciproc- 
ity propoed by Mr. Blaine, which did 
not include free admission for the sugar 
of Cuba and Porto Rico, these gentle-

This fail- 
ure of the corn crop will cause closer 
collections against all the farmers by 
their creditors, and that will tend to 
make muney matters very close during 
the — winter.

Corn sold last winter for 
10 and 15 cents while now it will bring 
50 to 60 cents at hothe. and an abundant 
supply of it is yet in the hands of every 
well regulated farmer. Putatoes are 
bringing this year to be shipped west 
$1.25 per bushel. while last season ‘they 
were dull sales at 35 to 30 cents, and we 
have tons of thei for sale. But Kansas 
harvests the greatest wheat crop 
throughout the state that ever grew in 
the west—both for quality and yield, 
and it is bringing a fair price with a 
yrospect of 4 further advance quite soon.

Interesting Notes: @iathered in 
Zdany Alabanaa Towns. 


Ed¢tor Gaeette: 


Possibly a few facts musi gleaned 
them on a trip thromgh the State, 
will be of interest to your readers. 

I left Huntsville Inet Wednesday, 
and after a short stop sm Decatur and 
Birmingham, we arrived at Anniston 
Thursday night. A short ride by 
the Anniston Dummy brought us to 
Oxford, the seat of the Birmingham 
District Conference. Here I found 
about seventy-five preachers and 
delegates assembled: I spent one 
day with them, and did my best, in 
the way of a speech in behalf of our 
school at Huntsville, and when I 
ceased, pucketsbooks flew open and 
I came away with the sumof fifty 
dollars, which they contributed to- 
ward our school work. 

Anniston is one of the boomin 
towns of Alabama. The covlore 
people, from what facts I c.mld gath- 
er, are doing better than in most 
‘aces. They are certainly doing 
etter than in Birmingham. They 
have there a company whose object 
is to buy and operate real estate. 
One of the finest brick buildings on 
the main street of the city is owned 
by this nes 4 and briugs them a 
profit of sixty-five dollars per month 
from rents. 

From all I could gather there was 
the most kindly feeling here between 
the white and colored people. This 
is largely owing to the principal 
founder of Anniston, Mr. Noble. 
He wasakiod mar—a Nosie man, 
and to this day everything seems to 
partake of his name and nature. 
Oxford isa small town just three 
miles from Anniston, and connected 
by a dummy line. While here I 
was kindly entertained by Prof. 
Greene, of the Baptist church, teach: 
er of the city school. The colored 
people here own some valuable prop- 
erty and are building up and mak- 
ing for themselves comfortable 
homes. They have two grocery 
stores in operation doing good bus- 
iness. 
Leaving Oxford on Friday night, 
Icame down 42 miles to Childersburg 
another new town just sprung into 
existence. Business men and land 


companies from Anniston are purs 
chasing and building here. uch 


of the most desirable land at this 
place is owned by the colored peo- 
ple, and lies next to the river. The 
companies offered them two acres for 
one if they would move to other 
uarters, but they refused, saying 
they “feared there might be some 
trick in it.” 

Saturday we came on to Opelika 
and met the Dadeville Conference, 
made another speech, took a collec- 
tion of fertysfive dollars, and to-day 
Iam planning another campaign. 
The colored people of Opelika are 
showing some enterprise and thrift. 
On one of the most prominent streets 
of the town there are two grocery 
stores and a hotel run by colored 
people in first rate style. 

e election, up to this time, has 
passed off quietly here, but every 
body stineed. Even the blind and 
lame were led and carried to the 
polls, 

It is very gratifying to one who 
traveled over this country five years 
agoto mark the gene improve- 
ment of our peeple. There has been 
a change for the better. The rough 
and rowdy crowd of five years ago 
is now often relieved by the smiling 
faces of Sunday School children on 
their way to the picnic. Now and 
then parents with children neatl 
combed and dressed mingle wit 
those who travel and exhibit a de- 
cree of refinement and culture sel- 
dom seen ten years ago. So much 
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Ains| MATTERS :MUNICIPAL. as 


The Board of Aldermen met in regular 
session last Tuesday night with Mayor 
Murphy in the chair. A full Board was 
present with the exception of Alderman 
Mayhew who was on the mountain. 

Complaint was made against two of the 
day policeman for drinking and loitering 
around saloons while on duty. A gener- 
al discussion ensued, in which the char- 
acter and general behavior of the police 
officers was freely discussed, and alto- 
gether was not very complimentary to 
several members of the day force, and 
demonstrated that several of the Alder- 
men thought that there were members of 


character that should be possessed by an 
Officer of the city. Alderman Fletcher 
Offered the following ordinance, which 
was adopted: 

Be it Ordained, etc., Thatit shall be 
unlawful for any police officer to go into 
any saloon or other place where liquors 
are sold, and any policeman who is found 
to be under the influence of liquor while 
on duty shall be at once suspended. 


From the tenor of the discussion it is 
evident that several members of the force 
will have to walk a ‘‘chalk line” for some 
time if they desire to hold their posi- 
tions. 

A communication from Sidney Pente- 
cost asking to be reinstated as a member 
of the police force, was read and follow- 
ed by a petition of a number of colored 
citizens endorsing him and asking for 
his restoration. 

There being some seven other appli- 
cants for the position the Board went in- 
to an election, but after fifteen ineffectual 
ballots—it being a tie between ‘Bully 
Hereford and Mr. John Fulgham—the 
election was postponed until the next 
regular mecting. 

Special officer Bradley reported the 
sanitary condition of the city very bad. 
Several special cases were reported and 
will be examined into to-day. 

NOTES. 

The absence of Alderman Mayhew last 
night ‘“‘hung up” the Board on the elec. 
tion of a police officer. 





Sanitary Officer Bradley’s report on the 
condition of the city created a little sen- 
sation. Parties who are violating the 
sanitary Ordinance had better look sharp. 


The statement of the Mayor that it 
would be a ‘‘hard matter to find men of 
good moral character who would serve as 
policemen” was indignantly refuted by 
several of the Aldermen, and members of 
the night force were instanced.

A STARTLING THEORY. 


The Unique Cause For Cranks Expounded 
By Hoosier Alienists. 


The physicians of the insane asylum 
at Indianapolis, Ind., have expounded 
such a unique cause for cranks that it 
is worth while to consider the theory in 
order to modify any existing judgment 











against this harmless but peculiar class 
of individuals. According to the phy- 
sicians’ statement, cranks are caused 
by irregularities in the circulation of 
the blood. They are the result of the 
artificiality and pressure of modern life, 
causing an anatomical change of the 
human heart. Among the changes are 
cited those by which the diameters of 
the heart are becoming greater, its walls 
thinner, its strength less, its beats more 
frequent. From these changes is pro- 
duced irregularity of the quantity of 
blood through the weakened channels 
that irrigate the garden of the brain. 
As the circulation is not normal, some 
parts of the brain receive too much 
blood:and other parts not enough, caus- 
ing irregular growths, and mental 
obliquity, and cranks. 


undoubtedly produce a change in pub- 
lic opinion in regard to cranks. In- 
stead of looking upon these eccentric 
individuals as the products of nat- 
ural perversity and waywardness, 
responsible for their own actions, 
society will tolerate them with compas- 
sion. If acrank is particularly cranky, 
it will be known that too much blood is 
irrigating a certain portion of the gar- 
den of his brain. Umbrella cranks, for 
example, are simply victims of the 
action of the heart which stimulates 
with too much blood the idea of appro- 
priating somebody’s else umbrella. 
Base-ball cranks are suffering from ir- 
regular growth of the gray matter of the 
brain. It is not their fault but their 
misfortune that their brain is mapped 
‘put like a base-ball field, irrigated and 
kept perpetually fresh by a constant 
supply of heart’s blood. The cranks 
tbat are always borrowing; the cranks 
who want to know ‘“‘whether this. is hot 
enough for you;” all kinds of social and 
political cranks are simply the results 
of peculiar arterial circulation. As they 
are the results of the development of 
society and are innocent victims of our 
social system, the injustice of making 
them the butts of satire must be keenly 
recognized. They are to be placed 
among the world’s invalids, among the 
maimed and incompetent, and their 
vagaries tolerated as signs of fluctuation 
in the public pulse.—Boston Journal... |
